FARMERS’ CONGRESS A SUCCESS. 


Over 1,100 delegates attended the 
twenty-eighth annual Farmers’ National 
Congress, which has just closed a week’s 
session at the University of Wisconsin 
College of Agriculture. Both in the 
number of paid memberships and in the 
quality of the addresses, ‘this congress 
was in advance of any previous gather- 
ing. Much satisfaction was expressed 
by members at the innovation of hold- 
ing the congress at an agricultural col- 
lege, and many expressed the hope that 
a similar arrangement could be made 
for future meetings. The equipment of 
the Wisconsin Oollege of Agriculture 
made possible the consideration and 
demonstration of important phases of 
practical farming, which were greatly 
appreciated by the delegates. Besides 
candidates, Taft and Bryan, the prac- 
tical talks by President J. J. Hill, of 
Minnesota, on ‘*The National Food 
Problem,’’ President C. R. Van Hise, 
of the University of Wisconsin on ‘‘ The 
Conservation of Natural Resources,’’ 
and the helpful discussions and demon- 
strations by Dean H. L. Russell, Prof. 
R. A, Moore, G. C. Humphrey, A. S. 
Alexander and other members of the 
Wisconsin College of Agriculture, were 
the features of the program, 


The effective work of the colleges of 
agriculture was commended by the con- 
gress, and the legislatures of the states 
were urged to supply these colleges with 
adequate financial support. In other 
resolutions adopted by the congress it 
was urged that congress favor the move- 
ment for the conservation of natural re- 
sources; that it endorse the efforts of 
the national and state forestry bureaus 
in the effort to preserve the forests; 
that it approve ‘the Davis bill for the 
establishment of state secondary schools 
for industria] education. 

The wives and daughters of the mem- 
bers were treated to excellent addresses 
by Miss Edith G. Charlton, Iowa, on 
how to make farm life more attractive 
for women; by Miss Bertha D, Laws, 
Minnesota, on needed improvements in 
the eommon schools; by Miss Helen 
Armstrong, Chicago. on the need of 
more sanitary homes on the farms.— 
Hoard’s Dairyman,

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MEETING OF THE H.-F. BREEDERS’ 
CLUB OF NEW YORK. 


The Holstein-Friesian Breeders’ Club 
of New York held its reglar mect- 
ing at the Yates Hotel on Thursday, 
Oct. 15, 1908, as the guests of Mr. Chas. 
S, Averill, the president of the elub. 
At one very long and several other 
smaller tables sat seventy-five members 
and enjoyed not only one of the most 
delicious of repasts but a most inter- 
esting and instructive discussion as well. 
Mr. Averill presided, and about him 
were seated President O. U. Kellogg, of 
the National Association, Messrs. E. A. 
Powell, L. J. Fitzgerald, T, A. Mitchell 
und other representative breeders, Mr. 
Averill has long ententeined peculiar 
and progressive views as to the build- 
ing of the great through highways of 
this state, and Mr. Smith read some sta- 
tisties as to the cost of a road made of 
brick, say 10 to 15 feet wide, in the cen- 
ter of the highway that would in a 
great degree eliminate the dust and not 
permit of rapid disintegration of the 
roadway by swiftly moving automobiles, 
as is being done under the present sys- 
tem of building roads from lime rock. 

It would cost not to exceed $1,000 
per foot per mile for such a road, and 
it is believed by many that our public 
officials should take their construction 
under serious consideration and thus 
not only save the roads from destrue- 
tion but relieve the farmer from the 
dust and the attendant evils that come 
with our present management of public 
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Holsteins of the high-

roads. On motion, Mr, Averill appoint. 
ed Messrs. Kellogg, Powell and Smith 
a committee to communicate the views 
of the elub to the State Engineer and 
recommend the building of brick roads 
throughout the state. 

The question of feeding alfalfa and 
silage for beef producing in this state 
was discussed at length, Messrs. 
Mitchell, W. C. Hunt, Wyeckoof, Me- 
Lennan, W, A. Parsons, Benedict and 
others taking part. It was generally 
conceded that alfalfa can be grown with 
profit in almost any part of this state 
where the soil is dry and well drained; 
and that the feeding of alfalfa will go 
a long ways towards producing the kind 
and character of animal desired, but 
most speakers ‘thought that some grain 
ration should be fed with it. Lime 
was recommended to be sown on the 
land where alfalfa wase to be grown, 
especially if it was at all acid. 

Mr. Kellogg gave a very interesting 
account of a meeting at Cornell Uni- 
versity, where Prof. Bang of Denmark, 
the originator of the Bang System of 
Suppressing Tuberculosis in Cattle, was 
present. A resolution was adopted 
thanking Commissioner Pearson for his 
efforts in behalf of the breeders in this 
state in eonnection with the suppress- 
ing of tuberculosis and the adoption of 
the principles of the Bang method, Mr. 
Averill urged each and every member 
to raise at least one pure-bred Holstein 
steer as an experiment, and then in two 
vears time to report the result of ‘the 
experiment. It seemed to be favorably 
considered by the members, the idea be- 
ing the reducing of the number of bulls 
and proving that Holstein eattle will 
make good beef at a reasonable cost. 

The meeting adjourned to the call of 
the officers. As the Chamber of Com- 
merce of Binghamton invited the club

The old chimes consisted of ten 
bells, one the gift of Mrs, Andrew D. 
White, the others the gift of Miss Jen- 
nie McGraw. Eight of these were re- 
east, and four new bells were added to 
the set, so that the new chimes consist 
of fourteen bells. The chimes are 
played for a period of fifteen minutes 
three times each day. 

Inscribed on each of the ten bells 
which reproduce the old set, a stanza, 
or a part of a stanza, on each bell, i 
the famous peon of the bells from 
Tennyson’s ‘*In Memoriam,’’ which we 
reproduce here:

versed in the methods of feeding your 
stock to produce milk and know all 
about rations, but there is a function 
we have all been neglectng, and that is 
the reprduetive function. It is seen 
in the contagions which occur in our 
herds, such as aborton and failure to 
breed. It is for the breeder to know 
how to correct these things just as much 
us to know how to feed your animals 
a maximum milk production. The 
reproductive function is just as impor- 
tant as the milk producing function. 
You can’t, however, develop two func- 
tions at one time. If you try, one is 
developed at the expense of the other.’’ 

Mr. Cook doubted if it was good 
policy for cows to freshen as often as 
once a year. ‘‘Thousands of cows are 
bred when they are not in a virile con- 
dition to commence their great moth- 
erly functions again. The main idea 
wth darymen is just to get their ani- 
mals with calf regardless of the condi- 
tion they are in, They should be bred 
when they begin to show marks of in- 
creasing vitality. You keen, perceptive 
dairymen should have good judgment 
and handle your animals in this way. 
The vital point in the life of a dairy 
cow is the four months before she fresh- 
ens for the first time, and you dairymen

Prof. W. E. Bond, of the State Nor- 
mal School at Potsdam, was then in- 
troduced by President Grow.

Bond told why he had stocked his farm 
with Holstein-Friesians. In brief he 
said: 

‘Until just a few years ago I had 
lost all interest in famming. I was 


brought up on a farm till about twenty- 
one, and at that time I felt I never 
wanted to see a farm again; but I sup-

the farm, when he wants to go back 
again. Then came the chance to pro- 
cure the farm that my great-grand- 


father settled on 104 years ago, and I 
ired it. 

‘‘It was formerly a wheat and hay 
farm, but had become go infertile to 
the raising of these crops that a new 
system of farming had to be taken up, 
so | decided to run it as a dairy farm. 
Then eame the problem of what breed. 
After studying the problem and visit- 
ing different herds I decided that the 
Holstein-Friesians were best suited 
for my purpose because (1) they would 
eat the rough forage of this abandoned 
farm; (2) they raise large, strong, lusty 
offspring suitable for vealing; (3) my 
milk was to be sold in the liquid mar-

ket; (4) they were strong, vigorous eat- 
tle.

my man, He said that these were 
worth from $75 to $100, and I asked, 
‘What would they be worth if they had 
registry papers back of them?’ and he 
said, ‘$250 and upwards, and the calves 
that are sold from $2 to $15 would be 
worth from $50 to $100 with the papers 
then.’ So I decided that it 
was business to have the papers back 
of them; in other words, to own thor-

HOW TO REDUCE THE COST OF 
MILK PRODUCTION IN NEW 
YORK STATE. 





First Prize Essay at the New York 
State Fair, 


The solution of this question is the 
keynote to the solution of the whole 
dairy problem; but even though spe- 
cific directions could be given to every 
farmer, only very few would follow 
them, wherefore we must depend on 
different means. 

Por our agricultural depart- 
ment and dairy schools have tried by 
lectures and dairy courses to teach our 
farmers better ways, yet very few make 
dairying pay, and only slight attempts 
at real improvements are made. I be- 
lieve the one really effective means can 
be found only in true co-operation in 
every direction. The establishment of 
cow test associations after the Danish 


years 


} pattern should be pushed vigorously by 


those in authority, as I know of no 
other means by which the average 
farmer will find out what each of his 
cows is really yielding in milk and but- 
ter fat, and what is the cost of that 
vield; after these records stand plainly 
before him, he will not be slow to dis- 
pense with ‘‘robber cows,’’ and like- 
wise will he learn how he may improve 
the capacity of others by systematic 
feeding and care. Nowhere have such 
test associations been properly con- 
ducted without being followed by re- 
markable improvement in the herds and 
increased individual production per cow. 
The Dairy Division of Washington is 
making special efforts for the establish- 
ment of test associations in every 
state by competent instructors, and I 
feel sure the agricultural department 
of New York state will co-operate to its 
utmost capacity. 

How to Provide Better Milkers. 

This difficulty is not only felt in 
America, but almost as much in Europe. 
From the efforts put forth abroad for 
the encouragement of milking as a 





trade, one would suppose the diffieulty 
even greater there; in Denmark, Swe- 
den and Germany, special courses in 
milking are given as is instruction on 
general care of cows, and at fairs milk- 
ing contests are becomnig regular fea- 
tures; are given to the best 
milkers, and in judging, every impor- 
tant point is considered, such as clean 
and udder,

condition of eow neatness 


of milker, manner of approaching the 
cow and care and cleaning of utensils, 
and every detail in the manner of milk- 
ing. I feel sure if dairy farmers would 
themselves show more in 
eare and milking of their cows and «n- 
courage such employes as are found 
eapable and conscientious, they would 


interest the 


> find less reason for complaint; but as 


long as milking is considered an extra 
chore to be done after working hours, 
what can we expect? Even in this re- 
spect the cow test associations will 
prove great powers for improvement. 

Co-operative Creameries to Co-operate. 

The co-operation among farmers in 
the establishment of creameries is 
another help towards the reduction of 
eost of production. Wherever a co- 
operative creamery is properly operated 
the individual farmers cannot escape 
noticing the difference in the returns 
to different patrons, and if not totally 
blind to their own failings they must 
gradually learn something from their 
more progressive neighbors; after all, 
it is only by genuine co-operation in 
every direction that the best results 
may be achieved, 

Individual Reading Important. 

Show me a farmer who never reads 
anv agricultural literature, and he will 
hardly ever be found a suecessful man; 
on the other hand, the farmer who reads 
several good papers is generally a pro- 
gressive man; and never have I met a 
dairvman enthusiastie in his work who 
was not a careful reader and constantly 
looking out for new improvements as 
they are deseribed in the dairy publica- 
tions and other literature. Truly we 
find a large amount of chaff in that as 
in all other lines, but the careful stu- 
dent soon to discriminate and 
to pick out those writers in whose. ex- 
perience and advice he may have confi- 
dence. 

I have not said anything regarding 
the greater value of certain feeds over 
others, or about the advantages of cer- 
tain breeds over others for certain purt- 
poses; that question is too large to be 
taken up in a short essay. After all 
I feel confident that if cow test associa- 
tions are properly started in every dairy 
section, they will do more for solving 
the problem of reducing the cost of pro- 
duction than all other means combined.
